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STATUTES 


OF  THE 

AT  BRIGHTON, 

ivhich  cannot  be  repealed ,  or  any  new  ones  made,  without  the  consent 
twenty-jive  Governors ,  assembled  in  a  General  Court  on  due  notice . 

1.  That  this  Establishment  be  styled  the  Sussex  County  Hospital 
and  General  Sea-Bathing  Injirmary,  to  be  open  for  the  reception  of  the 
Sick  and  Lame  Poor  of  every  County  and  Nation. 

2.  That  all  Contributors  who  shall  give  twenty-five  guineas,  or 
more,  at  one  time,  in  lands  or  money,  for  the  use  of  the  Hospital,  shall 
be  Governors  for  life  ;  also  all  who  subscribe  two  guineas,  or  more,  per 
annum,  shall  be  Governors  during  the  continuance  of  their  subscription; 
and  also  all  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Hospital  during  their 
attendance,  whether  they  subscribe  any  money  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Charity  or  not ;  but  that  no  other  persons  be  made  Governors  without 
having  been  proposed  to  a  General  Court  a  month  before  their  election. 

GENERAL  COURT. 

3.  That  a  General  Court  of  Governors  be  held  twice  in  every  year, 
namety,  the  first  Wednesday  in  February,  and  the  first  Wednesday  in 
August,  at  twelve  o’clock  on  each  day,  to  take  into  consideration  the 
reports  of  the  Committee,  to  inspect  the  Accounts,  and  transact  such 
other  business  as  shall  be  laid  before  them. 

4.  On  the  second  Wednesday  in  October,  the  day  to  be  kept  as  the 
Anniversary  of  the  Foundation  of  the  Hospital ;  the  Subscribers  and 
Friends  of  the  Institution  will  Dine  together,  at  the  hour  and  place  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Committee. 

5.  That  at  the  General  Court,  to  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in 
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February,  a  President  of  the  Hospital,  three  Vice-Presidents,  and  a 
Treasurer,  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  and  that  they  shall  all  enter  on 
their  respective  Offices  the  next  Committee  day  after  their  election  ;  and 
that  at  all  General  Courts  a  Vice-President,  in  the  absence  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  shall  be  the  Chairman. 

G.  That  the  President,  or  a  Vice-President,  the  Committee  at  their 
Weekly  Board,  or  any  twelve  of  the  Governors,  (by  a  writing’  under  their 
hands,  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Hospital)  have  power  to  call  a 
General  Court,  at  any  time,  on  live  days  notice  given  to  the  Governors 
residing  in  Brighton  ;  and  by  an  advertisement  in  the  Lewes  and  in  one 
of  the  Brighton  Weekly  Papers  for  the  space  of  ten  days  before  the 
holding  thereof,  in  which  the  object  of  the  Meeting  shall  be  specified. 

7.  That  a  public  summons  for  every  General  Court  be  fixed  up  at 
the  great  door  of  the  Hospital,  and  at  such  other  places  as  shall  be 
appointed,  in  which  all  particular  business  shall  be  expressed;  and  that 
none  of  the  Statutes,  nor  Rules  and  Orders  for  the  government  and  con¬ 
duct  of  the  House,  &c.  be  altered  or  repealed,  nor  any  new  ones  made, 
without  having  been  communicated  to  a  General  Court,  or  to  the  Weekly 
Board,  at  least  twenty-one  days  before;  and  that  a  copy  of  the  said 
Statutes,  Rules  and  Orders,  which  shall  have  been  so  proposed,  together 
with  all  the  business  to  be  transacted  at  the  General  Court,  be  hung  up 
in  the  Board  Room  three  entire  days  before  the  day  on  which  the  General 
Court  is  to  be  held.  Provided,  always,  that  this  Order  be  not  construed 
to  extend  to  such  business  as  by  these  Statutes  is  directed  to  be  done,  at 
stated  times,  or  to  limit  the  power  of  a  Court  of  Governors  in  altering 
the  terms  of  any  order,  which  is  to  be  previously  communicated  in  the 
manner  above-mentioned. 

8.  That  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  those  who  are  present  shall  be 
sufficient  for  all  elections  at  a  General  Court  of  Governors ;  but  that  all 
Rules  and  Orders  made  without  the  consent  of  fifteen  or  more  Governors 
shall  be  null  and  void. 

9.  That  all  elections,  (except  such  as  are  unanimous)  both  at  a 
Court  of  Governors,  and  at  a  Committee,  be  made  by  ballot. 

10.  That  no  person  shall  have  a  vote  at  a  Committee,  or  Court  of 
Governors,  or  at  an  election,  unless  he  shall  have  been  reported  a  Governor 
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six  calendar  months  before  a  vacancy  of  any  office  be  declared ;  and  that 
no  Governor  or  Member  of  the  Committee,  shall  have  a  vote  in  any  case 
whose  subscription  is  not  paid  to  the  time  of  his  voting-. 

11.  That  no  material  alterations,  new  purchases,  or  additional 
buildings,  be  made  without  the  directions  of  a  General  Court  of  Gover¬ 
nors,  at  which  fifteen  at  least  shall  be  present,  and  a  majority  consenting 
thereto;  except  only  where  a  benefaction  or  legacy  is  given  for  any  par¬ 
ticular  purpose. 

12.  That  at  all  Meetings,  either  of  the  Governors  or  the  Committee, 
every  person  in  speaking  stand  up  and  address  himself  to  the  Chairman. 

13.  That  no  person  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  twice  in  a 
debate,  at  either  Board  without  leave  ;  and  that  when  two  persons  offer 
to  speak  at  the  same  time  the  Chairman  shall  direct  which  of  them  is  to 

proceed, 

14.  That  no  Governor,  or  other  person,  be  present  either  at  the 
Committee  Board,  or  at  the  Court  of  Governors,  when  any  case  or  claim 
of  his  is  under  consideration,  except  when  he  shall  be  desired  to  attend. 

15.  That  the  manner  of  all  elections  and  debates  at  either  Board 
shall  he  directed,  and  all  questions  proposed,  by  the  person  presiding; 
and  that  when  a  majority  of  the  whole  number,  either  of  the  Committee, 
or  Court  of  Governors,  cannot  be  found  at  the  first  scrutiny  for  the 
electing  one  or  more  person  or  persons,  the  person  presiding  shall  proceed 
immediately  to  another  scrutiny,  leaving  out  the  candidate  who  had  the 
fewest  votes,  and  if  a  majority  be  not  then  found,  he  shall  drop  another 
candidate  who  shall  have  the  fewest  votes,  and  proceed  again  to  a  third 
scrutiny,  and  so  on,  until  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  appears  for 
one  or  more  person  or  persons  to  be  elected,  according  to  the  Rules  of 
the  Hospital,  and  that  in  this,  or  any  other  case,  where  the  votes  are 
equal,  the  person  presiding  shall  have  a  casting  vote. 

10.  That  the  person  presiding  at  either  Board  shall  not  refuse  to 
propose  any  question,  or  have  power  to  adjourn  or  dissolve  any  Meeting 
without  the  consent  of  a  majority,  until  the  business  be  wholly  finished; 
and  that  in  case  of  a  refusal  to  propose  any  question,  or  attempt  to 
adjourn  or  dissolve  any  Meeting,  the  majority  of  those  that  are  present 
may  constitute  and  appoint  some  other  Governor  to  preside  in  his  stead. 
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17.  That  if  the  President  and  Vice-Presidents  shall  at  any  time  be 
absent,  the  majority  of  the  Governors  present  may  nominate  one  to  pre¬ 
side  for  that  time  only;  and  that  whenever  the  Treasurer  shall  have 
occasion  to  be  absent,  and  shall  not  have  appointed  some  other  Member 
of  the  Committee  to  act  in  his  stead,  the  majority  of  the  Committee  then 
present  shall  have  power  to  supply  the  defect. 

18.  That  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  every  Meeting,  both  at 
a  Court  of  Governors  and  at  a  Committee,  shall  be  read  as  soon  as  the 
business  of  such  Meeting  is  finished,  and  that  a  fair  copy  of  them,  with 
an  account  of  the  number  of  Governors  that  were  present,  signed  by  the 
person  presiding,  and  another  Governor,  shall  be  read  over  at  the  next 
Meeting  before  any  other  business  is  begun. 

19.  At  a  General  Meeting  of  Governors  fifteen  shall  constitute  a 
quorum . 

20.  At  every  Board  of  Governors  the  minutes  of  the  last  Board 
shall  be  read  before  any  other  business  is  begun;  and  none  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  shall  be  valid  or  acted  upon  until  they  have  been  duly  recorded 
and  signed  by  the  Chairman  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 

GENERAL  COMMITTEE. 

21.  That  there  be  a  General  Committee  of  Governors  for  the 
management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital,  which  Committee  shall  consist 
of  all  who  subscribe  five  guineas,  or  more,  a  year,  or  give  a  benefaction 
equivalent  thereto,  and  also  of  the  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer, 
and  eighteen  other  Governors,  to  be  elected  by  a  General  Court.  And  to 
the  intent  that  the  eighteen  Governors  elected  and  appointed  to  be  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Committee  may  have  perpetual  succession  at  every  annual 
election,  (which  shall  always  be  at  the  General  Court,  on  the  first 
Wednesday  in  February,)  six  new  Members  shall  be  chosen  into  the 
Committee  in  the  room  of  those  six  that  shall  have  been  longest  elected 
Members,  who  shall  go  out  of  their  offices  every  year,  the  next  Committee 
day  after  the  said  election ;  provided  always,  that  those  Governors  who 
have  attended  as  Members  of  the  elective  part  of  the  Committee  be  put 
in  nomination  before  any  others. 

22.  That  the  Committee  do  appoint  their  own  Chairman  for  the 
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day,  and  the  Visitors  for  the  week;  and  any  particular  Committee,  their 
Chairman  for  the  time  of  their  sitting1. 

23.  That  no  person  be  President  or  Chairman,  and  Treasurer,  at 
the  same  time. 

24.  That  no  one  be  capable  of  being  elected,  or  of  acting  as  a 
Member  of  the  Committee,  until  he  has  been  reported  a  Covernor,  either 
at  a  General  Court,  or  Committee;  nor  any  one  (unless  he  be  a  standing 
Member  by  virtue  of  his  subscription)  be  continued  as  a  Member  of  the 
Committee,  in  any  capacity,  for  more  than  three  years  successively. 

25.  If  at  any  time  of  the  year  there  shall  be  a  vacaucy  in  the 
Committee,  the  Weekly  Board  within  fifteen  days  after  such  vacancy, 
may  appoint  another  Governor,  who  shall  continue  in  office  as  a  Member 
of  the  Committee  so  long  as  the  person  whose  place  he  supplies  would 
have  continued,  and  no  longer. 

26.  That  the  Committee  shall  meet  every  Wednesday  at  twelve 
o’clock  at  noon,  three  to  be  a  quorum,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee,  or  Treasurer,  shall  think  proper,  to  execute 
the  orders  of  the  Court  of  Governors  ;  to  examine  the  Treasurer’s  and 
Matron’s  accounts ;  and  the  reports  of  the  Visitors  and  Auditors ;  and  to 
direct  all  matters  whatever  which  relate  to  the  receiving,  rejecting,  or 
discharging  of  Patients;  or  which  concern  the  expences,  government,  or 
conduct  of  the  Hospital,  and  of  the  Officers  and  Servants  belonging  to  it, 
as  far  as  is  directed  by  these  Statutes  or  Rules  and  Orders. 

27.  That  at  the  first  Weekly  Board  in  every  month,  two  of  the 
Subscribers  (the  Chairman  and  Treasurer  excepted)  be  appointed  Auditors, 
to  examine  the  books  and  sign  all  bills  in  order  to  their  being  laid  before 
the  Committee,  and  that  all  the  Members  of  the  Committee  have  a  right 
to  be  present  at  these  examinations ;  and  in  case  of  any  default  of  appoint¬ 
ment  by  the  Board,  or  the  absence  or  neglect  of  such  as  shall  at  any  time 
be  appointed,  such  default,  absence,  or  neglect,  shall  be  supplied  by  the 
appointment  of  the  Chairman  for  the  time  being.  The  Auditors  are  like¬ 
wise  to  compare  weekly,  the  fair  Committee  book  with  the  rough  minutes, 
after  which  they  are  to  examine  the  accounts  with  the  fair  Committee 
book,  and  see  that  the  new  Subscribers  are  eutered,  and  the  subscriptions 
received  properly  taken  notice  of  (by  references  to  the  cashbook)  in  the 
book  of  arrears. 
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28.  That  no  business  be  transacted  at  the  Committee,  (except  only 
what  relates  to  the  ordinary  expences,  or  to  the  government  of  the  Servants 
and  Patients,  and  the  discipline  of  the  House,)  without  having  been  pro¬ 
posed  in  form,  at  least  a  week  before  hand  to  a  full  Committee,  by  which 
is  to  be  understood,  a  Committee  at  which  ten  or  more  Members  are 
consenting  to  any  older  or  act,  made  or  done. 

29.  That  the  Committee  shall  hold  a  general  visitation  of  the 
Patients  and  Servants  once  in  every  quarter.  That  the  visitation  of 
Patients  be  on  the  Wednesday  before  every  quarter  day,  and  the  general 
visitation  of  the  Servants  at  the  Committee  next  after  every  quarter  day, 
when  all  the  Servants  shall  appear  in  the  Board  Room,  and  the  Rules  of 
the  House  relating  to  their  conduct,  shall  be  then  and  there  read  before 
them,  in  order  to  their  being  examined  on  such  heads  as  any  Member  of 
the  Committee  shall  think  proper. 

30.  That  as  often  as  the  Physicians  or  Surgeons  shall  be  reduced 
below  the  number  of  three,  either  by  death  or  non-attendance,  and  also 
whenever  a  vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  places  of  Secretary,  Ilouse-Sur- 
geon,  or  Matron,  the  Committee,  at  their  Meeting  immediately  succeeding 
the  vacancy,  shall  direct  notice  to  be  given  of  it  the  following  week  in 
the  Lewes  and  in  one  of  the  Brighton  Newspapers,  and  in  the  same 
advertisement  summon  a  General  Meeting  for  the  purpose  of  filling  the 
vacancy;  the  said  Meeting  to  be  on  any  day  not  less  than  four  weeks,  nor 
more  than  eight  weeks,  from  the  date  of  the  advertisement. 

31.  The  Committee  shall  appoint  a  person  to  transact  the  business 
of  any  vacant  office  till  the  election,  except  that  of  Physician  or  Surgeon, 
in  which  case  the  remaining  Physicians  or  Surgeons  shall  be  requested 
to  transact  the  business  in  the  interim. 

32.  They  shall  have  power,  ten  Members  consenting  thereto,  to 
suspend  the  House-Surgeon,  Secretary,  and  Matron,  and  appoint  others  in 
their  room  until  the  next  Board  of  Governors.  And  that  the  Porter, 
Nurses,  and  other  common  Servants,  be  appointed  or  removed  by  the 
Committee  at  their  Weekly  Board;  and  that  whenever  any  persons  are 
taken  into  the  service  of  the  Hospital,  the  Rules  relating  to  such  Servants 
be  read  and  explained  to  them  by  the  Matron  or  House-Surgeon. 

33.  That  the  Committee  shall  have  authority  to  direct  all  such 
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concerns  of  the  Institution  as  shall  not  require  the  authority  or  sanction 
of  a  General  Court. 

34.  That  all  Benefactions  amounting  to  twenty-five  guineas,  or  up¬ 
wards,  given  in  lieu  of  yearly  subscriptions ,  be  invested  in  the  name  of 
Trustees,  and  be  held  inviolable. 

35.  That  excepting  the  Benefactions  specified  in  the  preceding 
Statute,  full  Committees,  at  which  not  fewer  than  ten  must  be  present, 
have  power  to  lay  out  on  securities  as  they  shall  think  fit,  such  sums  as 
shall  be  given  by  Will,  or  otherwise,  to  the  use  of  the  Hospital,  and 
also  any  overplus  of  money  which  shall  remain  in  the  Treasurer’s  hands, 
or  in  the  strong  box,  arising  from  subscriptions,  and  in  hand  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 


36.  That  it  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  Vice-President,  or  Chair¬ 
man,  to  execute  the  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  respective  Boards  at  which 
they  preside. 


37.  That  no  Physician  or  Surgeon  of  the  Hospital  be  capable  of 
being  elected  into  the  Committee,  or  of  acting  as  a  Member  of  it  in  any 
matters  which  relate  to  the  admission  or  discharge  of  Patients,  but  in  all 
other  respects,  including  the  right  of  recommending  Patients,  they  shall 
be  on  a  footing  with  Subscribers  of  five-guineas. 


38.  That  a  report  of  the  state  of  the  Hospital,  and  of  the  number 
of  Patients  received  and  discharged  within  a  year  past,  together  with  an 
abstract  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Governors,  and  of  the  accounts  of  the 
Hospital  for  the  foregoing  year,  be  drawn  up  and  published  every  year 
for  the  satisfaction  of  all  the  Contributors. — See  also  page  24,  Rule  104. 


39.  That  proper  tables  of  the  Rules  and  Orders  which  relate  to  the 
conduct  of  the  Officers,  Patients,  or  Servants,  be  hung  up  in  the  wards, 
and  such  other  parts  of  the  House  as  the  Committee  shall  think  proper. 

40.  Lastly.  That  no  Statutes  shall  be  made,  altered,  or  repealed, 
but  by  a  General  Court  of  Governors,  in  which  twenty-five  at  least  shall 
be  consenting  to  such  making,  altering,  or  repealing  of  any  one  or  more 

of  them. 
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TABLES  OF  RULES  AND  ORDERS 

FOB  THE  GOVERNMENT  AND  CONDUCT  OF  THE  HOUSE,  &c. 

( Which  may  be  repealed  on  due  notice ,  with  the  consent  of  ffteen 
Governors  assembled  in  a  General  Court ,  as  directed  by  the  8th .  Statute .) 


TABLE  OF  GENERAL  RULES. 

1.  The  Officers  of  the  Institution  shall  consist  of  a  Patron,  a  Presi¬ 
dent,  three  Vice-Presidents,  three  Physicians,  three  Surgeons,  a  Treasurer, 
two  Auditors,  a  Chaplain,  two  Visitors,  a  House-Surgeon,  a  Matron,  and 
a  Secretary. 

2.  The  Auditors  and  Visitors  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  Committee. 

All  the  other  Officers  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Governors  ;  but  pre¬ 
viously  to  the  election  of  the  House-Surgeon,  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
shall  report  to  the  General  Court  their  observations  on  the  testimonials 
of  the  candidates. 

3.  At  the  election  of  Officers  ladies  only,  having  the  qualification 
of  Governors,  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  by  proxy,  such  proxy  to  be  a 
Governor  who  shall  produce  a  written  authority  for  the  same. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Physician  to  the 
Hospital  unless  he  be  a  medical  graduate  of  the  University  of  Oxford, 
Cambridge,  Dublin,  Edinburgh,  or  Glasgow;  a  member  of  the  Royal  ^ 
College  of  Physicians  of  London ;  or  if  he  practises,  or  if  connected  in 
partnership  with  any  one  who  practises  surgery,  pharmacy,  or  midwifery. 

5.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  a  Surgeon  to  the 
Hospital  unless  he  be  a  member  of  the  College  of  Surgeons  of  London, 
Dublin,  Edinburgh,  or  Glasgow. 

6.  The  Treasurer,  Physicians,  and  Surgeons,  shall  not  receive  any 
reward,  salary,  or  gratuity,  for  their  services. 

7.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  House-Surgeon  to  the 
Hospital  who  is  not  twenty-two  years  of  age,  and  who  cannot  bring 
testimonials  of  good  character,  and  who  is  not  a  member  of  one  of  the 
Colleges  of  Surgeons  above  named. 
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8.  The  House-Surgeon  shall  have  his  board  and  lodging  in  the 
Hospital,  with  a  salary  of  £80,  exclusive  of  £10  per  annum  for  each  of 
two  apprentices ;  he  shall  not  practice  any  branch  of  the  profession  ex¬ 
cept  in  his  attendance  on  the  Patients  of  the  Charity;  neither  shall  he 
resign  his  office  without  giving  to  the  Committee  three  months  notice  of 
his  intention  under  the  penalty  of  losing  three  months  salary. 

9.  The  Matron  shall  have  board,  lodging,  and  washing  in  the 
House,  with  a  salary  of  £30  a  year,  and  shall  not  resign  her  situation 
without  giving  to  the  Committee  three  months  notice  of  her  intention 
under  the  penalty  of  losing  three  months  salary. 

10.  The  House-Surgeon,  Matron,  Nurses,  and  Servants,  shall  be 
unmarried,  or  in  such  circumstances  as  not  to  be  burdened  with  children, 
or  the  care  of  a  family. 

11.  Each  of  the  two  apprentices  shall  pay  to  the  Hospital  a  fee  of 
300  guineas,  in  consideration  of  which  he  shall  be  entitled  to  see  the 
medical  and  surgical  practice  of  the  Hospital,  be  instructed  in  his  pro¬ 
fession  by  the  House-Surgeon,  and  be  provided  with  board  and  lodging 
in  the  establishment;  he  shall  be  bound  at  his  own  expence  to  thellouse- 
Surgeon,  (but  liable  to  serve  any  other  who  may  succeed  him)  for  a  term 
of  not  less  than  five  years. 

12.  Each  Physician  and  Surgeon  shall  be  allowed  to  have  two 
pupils,  who  shall  be  allowed  to  see  the  practice  of  the  principals ;  but  not 
the  practice  of  the  other  Medical  Officers  except  by  permission. 

13.  Other  young  gentlemen,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Committee 
and  Medical  Officers,  shall  also  be  admitted  as  pupils  to  see  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  the  Hospital  for  two  years,  or  during  their  apprenticeship,  on 
paying  to  the  library  fund  ten  guineas  each. 

14.  The  pupils  shall  not  prescribe  or  act  in  the  Surgical  depart¬ 
ment  unless  by  an  order  of  the  Physician  or  Surgeon  in  writing.  Each 
pupil  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  of  his  attendance  on  the  practice  of 
the  Hospital.  In  the  absence  of  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  the  pupil 
shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  House-Surgeon;  but  should  they  be 
found,  in  any  instance,  to  act  in  opposition  to  the  established  discipline 
of  the  House,  the  Committee  shall  have  power  to  suspend  for  a  limited 
time,  or  wholly  to  prohibit  their  future  attendance. 
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15.  That  the  names  of  all  such  persons  as  die,  or  withdraw  their 
subscriptions  or  assistance  from  the  Hospital,  be  taken  out  of  all  the 
lists  and  books  of  the  Hospital,  and  that  the  Chairman  order  the  same 
to  be  done  from  time  to  time  after  every  report  made  of  the  death  of  a 
Subscriber,  or  of  any  person  having  withdrawn  his  subscription  or 
assistance  from  the  Hospital. 

16.  That  the  Treasurer’s  accounts  be  examined  and  balanced  at 
the  first  Committee  in  every  month  ;  but  that  he,  every  week,  state  to  the 
Committee  the  balance  in  his  hands ;  and  that  the  bills  of  disbursements, 
after  having  been  audited  and  allowed,  be  discharged  once  a  month,  or 
oftener,  by  order  of  the  Committee. 

17.  That  no  person  belonging  to  the  Hospital,  do  at  any  time  pre¬ 
sume  (on  pain  of  expulsion)  to  give  or  take  of  any  Tradesman,  Patient, 
Servant,  Stranger,  or  other  person,  any  fee,  reward,  or  gratification  of  any 
kind,  directly,  or  indirectly,  for  any  service  done,  or  to  be  done,  on 
account  of  the  Hospital. 

IS.  That  the  keys  of  the  strong  box  be  always  in  the  possession 
of  the  Treasurer,  and  some  other  Governor,  at  the  appointment  of  the 
Committee. 

19.  Charity  boxes  shall  be  placed  in  convenient  parts  of  the 
Hospital. 

20.  That  at  every  Monthly  Board  the  money  be  taken  out  of  the 
Charity  box,  the  keys  whereof  shall  be  constantly  lodged  with  the  Treasurer 
and  some  other  Member  of  the  Committee;  and  that  all  the  money  re¬ 
ceived  for  the  use  of  the  Hospital  be  deposited  in  the  strong  box  at 
every  Weekly  Board,  and  at  such  other  times  as  may  be  most  convenient; 
and  that  no  papers  (except  bank  notes)  shall  be  taken  out  of  the  strong 
box  without  an  order  of  a  full  Committee  :  see  Statute  29,  expressing 
the  time  for  which  such  leave  or  order  is  granted. 

21.  That  no  Drugs  or  Medicines  be  bought  for  the  use  of  the 
Hospital  without  an  order  from  the  Committee,  except  in  cases  of  necessity. 

22.  That  no  person  be  admitted  into  the  Board  Room  whilst  the 
Committee  is  sitting,  except  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  without  leave 
of  the  Board. 


23.  That  no  person,  except  one  employed  in  the  necessary  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  House,  be  allowed  to  go  into  the  wards  before  eleven  o’clock 
in  the  forenoon,  nor  at  any  other  time  without  a  guide  appointed  by  the 
Matron;  and  that  no  person  be  admitted  into  any  of  the  wards  on  a  Sun¬ 
day  till  after  evening  service,  unless  in  such  particular  cases  as  the  House- 
Surgeon  or  Matron,  at  their  discretion,  shall  think  fit,  and  that  they  see 
this  order  punctually  observed. 

24.  Tables  of  the  several  benefactions  and  legacies,  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  guineas,  which  from  time  to  time  shall  be  given  and  paid  to 
this  Charity,  shall  be  put  in  some  conspicuous  place  in  the  Hospital  on 
painted  boards. 

25.  There  shall  be  a  general  scale  of  diet  for  the  Patients ;  but  this 
may  be  altered  for  any  individual  Patient  at  the  discretion  of  the  Medi¬ 
cal  Officer.  No  other  provisions,  or  liquors,  shall  be  brought  into  the 
House  to  a  Patient,  on  any  pretence  whatever,  without  permission  of 
the  Medical  Officers. 

26.  There  shall  be  deducted  from  the  apprentice  fee  of  each 
apprentice  £50,  which  shall  be  expended  uuder  the  direction  of  the 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  the  formation  of  a  Medical  Library  and 
Museum,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Medical  Officers  and  Apprentices. 
Of  this  Library  and  Museum,  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Establishment 
for  the  time  being  shall  have  the  entire  management,  but  it  shall  be  the 
property  of  the  Institution. 

TABLE  OF  RULES  FOR  THE  ADMISSION  AND  DISCHARGE 

OF  PATIENTS. 

27.  Subscribers  of  one  guinea  annually,  or  a  Donor  of  ten  guineas, 
may  recommend  two  Out-Patients  in  a  year. 

28.  Subscribers  of  two  guineas  annually,  or  Benefactors  of  twenty- 
five  guineas,  may  recommend  one  In-Patient  in  a  year. 

29.  Subscribers  of  three  guineas,  or  Benefactors  of  thirty  guineas, 
may  recommend  annually,  one  In  and  two  Out-Patients. 

30.  Subscribers  of  four  guineas,  or  Benefactors  of  forty  guineas, 
may  recommend  annually,  two  In  and  four  Out-Patients ;  but  can  only 
have  one  In  and  two  Out  at  a  time. 
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31.  Subscribers  of  five  guineas,  and  Benefactors  of  fifty  guineas, 
may  recommend  three  In  and  seven  Out-Patients  in  the  year;  but  cannot 
have  more  than  one  In  and  four  Out  at  the  same  time. 

32.  Annual  Subscribers  of  ten  guineas,  or  Benefactors  of  one 
hundred  guineas,  may  have  yearly,  six  In  and  ten  Out-Patients ;  but  can 
have  only  two  In  and  five  Out  at  a  time. 

33.  Subscribers  of  twenty  guineas  per  annum,  or  Benefactors  of 
two  hundred  guineas,  may  recommend  Patients  without  limitation,  pro¬ 
vided  that  no  Contributor  shall  have  more  than  two  In-Patients  and  ten 
Out  at  a  time. 

34.  All  subscriptions  shall  be  paid  in  advance,  and  be  understood 
to  commence  on  the  1st.  of  January  in  each  year;  and  no  person  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  a  Subscriber  until  after  the  payment  of 
his  subscription. 

35.  That  only  such  persons  as  are  recommended  by  a  Subscriber 
or  Benefactor,  whose  subscription  or  benefaction  is  paid,  (or  by  some 
deputy  duly  authorised  by  such  Subscriber  or  Benefactor)  as  undermen¬ 
tioned,  and  appear  to  the  Committee  to  be  real  objects  of  Charity,  be 
admitted  at  the  Weekly  Board ;  and  at  no  other  time  except  on  sudden 
emergencies,  in  which  cases  the  House-Surgeon  is  to  receive  Patients 
into  the  House  without  delay,  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night.  And 
Subscribers  and  Benefactors  not  living  in  the  Town  of  Brighton,  or 
County  of  Sussex,  and  all  others  during  the  time  of  their  non-residence 
in  the  said  Town  or  County,  may  authorise  any  person  to  recommend 
Patients  in  general  for  them  in  their  right;  which  general  recommenda¬ 
tion  is  to  be  regarded  only  when  there  shall  not  be  a  particular  recom¬ 
mendation  from  such  Subscriber  or  Benefactor. 

36.  A  printed  monitory  letter  shall  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  all 
whose  subscriptions  shall  be  three  months  in  arrear,  requesting  them  to 
pay  the  same. — See  supplement. 

37.  It  shall  always  be  understood  that  subscriptions  will  be  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  paid  by  such  Subscribers  as  have  not  given  notice  in  writing 
to  the  Treasurer,  or  House-Surgeon,  of  their  intention  of  discontinuing 
the  same  at  least  one  month  before  they  become  due. 
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38.  Upon  the  death  of  any  Subscriber,  his  or  her  representative 
may  continue  to  recommend  Patients  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

39.  That  an  account  of  the  number  of  beds  of  each  sort  that  are 
empty  be  delivered  in  at  the  Weekly  Board,  by  the  House-Surgeon  or 
Secretary;  and  that  no  person  be  received  on  any  admitting  day  after 
twelve  o’clock  at  noon. 

40.  That  at  every  Weekly  Board  two  beds  be  reserved  for  the 
accidents  of  the  following  week. 

41.  That  whenever  there  be  want  of  room  in  the  Hospital  for  the 
admission  of  such  In-Patients  as  are  qualified  according  to  the  Buies  of 
the  Charity,  the  preference  shall  be  given,  in  the  first  place,  to  such 
persons  whose  cases  in  the  opinion  of  the  receiving  Physician  or 
Surgeon,  will  admit  of  no  delay  ;  in  the  second  place,  to  such  as  live  at 
the  greatest  distance  from  the  Hospital;  in  the  third  place,  to  the 
Patients  of  such  Subscribers  or  Benefactors  as  shall  not  have  had  any 
Patients  in  the  House  within  a  year  past;  and  in  the  fourth  place,  to 
such  as  shall  be  recommended  by  the  greatest  Subscribers  or  Benefactors 
to  the  Charity  ;  and  that  they  who  shall  be  excluded  at  any  time  for  want 
of  room,  shall  be  forthwith  entered  in  the  books  as  In-Patients,  and 
afterwards  received  into  the  House  by  the  Matron,  without  order,  on  the 
first  vacancies  that  shall  happen,  whether  on  the  next  discharging  day, 
or  before,  and  in  the  mean-time  shall  be  treated  as  Out-Patients. 

42.  That  no  person  or  persons  be  allowed  to  recommend  any 
Patient  who  shall  be  found  to  have  subscribed  any  sum  of  money  for 
that  purpose  to  this  Charity  out  of  a  joint  stock,  unless  the  annual 
subscription  from  such  joint  stock  be  at  least  five  guineas,  and  the  right 
of  recommendation  on  such  subscription  be  exercised  by  one  individual 
only,  who  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  Subscriber  of  five 
guineas. 

43.  That  no  Patient  be  admitted  without  bringing  a  security  from 
some  substantial  person  to  defray  the  expences  of  burial  and  removal. 

44.  That  no  persons  be  relieved  at  the  Hospital  whose  circum¬ 
stances  enable  them  to  pay  for  their  cures;  nor  the  wives,  children,  or 
apprentices  of  any  such,  notwithstanding  any  covenants  or  agreements 
in  the  indentures,  excusing  the  masters  or  mistresses  of  such  apprentices 
from  their  care  of  them  in  sickness. 


45.  That  no  children  under  seven  years  of  age,  (except  in  cases 
where  an  operation  is  to  be  performed  in  the  House)  no  women  big  with 
child,  no  person  disordered  in  their  senses,  or  suspected  to  have  the 
small  pox,  itch,  or  any  other  infectious  disease,  nor  any  that  are  appre¬ 
hended  to  be  in  a  consumptive  condition,  be  admitted  into  the  Hospital 
as  In-Patients,  on  any  account  whatever. 

46.  That  whenever  any  person  admitted  into  the  House  as  an  In- 
Patient,  shall  be  discovered  to  have  any  symptoms  of  the  small  pox, 
itch,  or  other  infectious  distemper,  such  persons  shall  forthwith  be 
removed  to  another  place,  and  that  such  removal  be  reported  at  the  next 
Board. 

47.  That  when  the  Patients  are  cured,  they  be  enjoined  by  the 
Chairman  to  return  thanks  to  Almighty  God  in  their  respective  places  of 
public  worship. 

48.  That  every  one  who  has  remained  an  In-Patient  eight  weeks 
shall  attend  the  Weekly  Board  at  the  end  of  that  term,  and  so  at  the  end 
of  every  eight  weeks,  in  order  to  be  discharged,  or  continue  a  Patient, 
as  the  case  shall  require. 

49.  Out-Patients  will  be  admitted  on  Wednesdays,  at  the  same 
time  as  In-Patients. 

50.  Persons  labouring  under  fever  not  contagious,  or  any  violent 
inflammation,  or  other  acute  disease,  (being  otherwise  proper  objects  of 
the  Charity,  and  properly  recommended)  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time 
by  the  direction  of  the  Physician  of  the  week. 

51.  All  persons  admitted  into  the  House,  and  in  three  months 
receiving  no  benefit,  shall  be  discharged  by  the  Committee,  unless  the 
Physician  or  Surgeon,  under  whose  care  they  are,  desire  that  they  may 
remain. 


TABLE  OF  RULES  FOR  THE  VISITORS. 

52.  That  the  two  House  Visitors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Committee 
every  month ;  that  they  visit  the  House  together,  or  by  turns,  at  least 
once  a  week  ;  and  that  they  enter  their  reports  at  the  time  of  visiting 
in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose. 
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53.  That  the  Visitors  do  examine  the  bread  and  beer,  and  also 
make  the  following1  enquiries  : — 

54.  Whether  prayers  have  been  duly  read  ?  Whether  the  Patients 
have  been  well  and  orderly  attended  by  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  as 
well  as  by  the  Plouse-Surgeon,  Nurses,  and  Servants  ? 

55.  Whether  the  provisions  have  been  duly  weighed  and  distri¬ 
buted  according  to  the  Rules  of  the  House  ? 

56.  Whether  the  Matron  takes  care  that  the  Rules  of  the  Hospital 
be  observed,  and  publicly  read  in  the  wards  every  Friday  morning  ;  and 
sees  that  all  the  Patients  are  in  their  respective  wards  every  morning  and 
evening  ? 

57.  Whether  the  House-Surgeon  absent  himself  from  the  Hospital 
above  two  hours  at  a  time  without  taking  care  to  have  his  absence  duly 
supplied,  or  for  any  less  time  without  acquainting  the  Matron  where  he 
is  to  be  found. 

58.  Whether  the  Porter  suffer  any  of  the  Patients,  Nurses,  or 
Women  Servants,  to  go  out  without  leave  ? 

59.  Whether  he  ever  let  in  any  stranger  without  acquainting  the 
House-Surgeon  or  Matron  ? 

60.  Whether  any  liquors  or  provisions  are  ever  carried  out  of  the 
House,  or  any  brought  into  the  Patients  ? 

61.  Whether  any  other  offence  has  been  committed  against  the 
Rules  and  Orders  of  the  Hospital  ? 

62.  Any  Visitor  to  whom  it  is  inconvenient  to  attend  may  engage 
another  Subscriber  to  act  in  his  stead,  giving  notice  to  the  House- 
Surgeon  of  the  person  so  deputed. 

63.  That  whilst  the  Visitors  examine  the  Patients  they  order  the 
Nurses  and  Servants  to  withdraw;  and  that  they  afterwards  call  the  other 
Servants,  together  with  the  House-Surgeon  and  Matron,  before  them  into 
the  Board  Room,  and  make  the  same  enquiries  of  them;  and  that  they 
forthwith  enter  their  report  on  these  heads  in  the  Visitors  books. 

TABLE  OF  RULES  FOR  THE  PHYSICIANS. 

64.  That  the  Physicians  do  attend  by  rotation  every  admission 
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day  by  twelve  o’clock  at  noon,  to  receive  and  examine  the  Patients  who 
are  recommended  to  the  Governors. 

65.  That  they  propose  no  persons  to  be  admitted  as  In-Patients 
whose  cases  will  allow  of  the  same  relief,  with  regard  to  advice  and 
medicines,  as  Out-Patients. 

66-  That  they  attend,  at  fixed  times,  before  three  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon  to  visit  their  respective  Patients,  and  at  other  times  as  often 
as  they  shall  find  it  necessary,  or  shall  have  notice  of  such  necessity  sent 
them  by  the  House-Surgeon. 

67.  That  each  of  them  take  care  of  the  Patients  admitted  on  the 
day  of  his  attendance* 

68.  That  each  Physician  do  leave  a  list  with  the  House-Surgeon 
(to  be  laid  before  every  Weekly  Board)  of  such  his  respective  Patients 
as  are  cured,  or  to  be  otherwise  discharged. 

69.  That  the  House-Surgeon,  on  every  admission  day,  give  the 
Physician  of  the  day  a  list  of  the  names  of  Patients  then  recommended, 
in  which  he  is  to  write,  or  cause  to  be  written,  each  Patient’s  case,  age, 
and  how  long  ill,  distinguishing  whether  they  are  to  be  In  or  Out- 
Patients,  that  it  may  be  duly  entered  in  the  House-Surgeon’s  journal 
book. 

70.  A  Physician  requiring  Surgical  assistance  for  a  Patient  shall 
apply  for  it  to  the  Surgeon  with  whom  he  is  classed  for  the  week  ;  and  a 
Surgeon  requiring  Medical  assistance,  to  the  Physician  with  whom  he  is 
classed.  The  same  regulation  will  apply  to  the  entire  transfer  of  Patients, 
which  may  be  requisite  either  from  Physicians  to  Surgeons  or  vice  versa. 

71.  The  Physician  or  Surgeon,  whose  turn  it  is  to  be  present,  if 
prevented  from  attending  on  any  Wednesday  for  the  purpose  of  admitting 
Patients,  shall  engage  one  of  his  colleagues  to  attend  for  him ;  and  should 
unavoidable  absence  or  indisposition  prevent  him  from  visiting  his 
Patients  at  any  other  necessary  times,  he  must  provide  a  substitute  from 
among  his  brethren  to  supply  his  place  regularly  during  his  absence. 

72.  When  the  Physicians  or  Surgeons  are  of  opinion  that  any  of 
their  Patients  should  be  discharged,  or  any  In-Patients  made  Out- 
Patients,  they  shall  direct  the  House-Surgeon  to  report  the  name  of  such 
Patients  to  the  Committee  at  their  next  Meeting. 
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TABLE  OF  RULES  FOR  THE  SURGEONS. 

73.  That  they  be  ready  to  attend  whenever  they  shall  be  required* 
either  on  account  of  their  respective  Patients,  or  in  order  to  a  general 
consultation ;  and  that  one  of  them  attend  every  admission  day  during 
the  time  that  the  receiving  Physician  continues  to  examine  Patients. 

74.  That  they  propose  no  persons  to  he  admitted  as  In-Patients 
whose  cases  will  allow  of  the  same  relief,  with  regard  to  advice  and 
medicines,  as  Out-Patients ;  nor  any  a  second  time  with  inveterate 
ulcers,  hut  upon  a  previous  consultation  of  Surgeons  {if  such  consulta¬ 
tion  can  be  immediately  had)  on  their  case ;  and  that  no  In-Patient 
admitted  for  an  ulcerated  leg  be  continued  longer  than  twelve  weeks, 
unless  upon  a  report  from  two  or  more  of  the  Surgeons  of  the  Hospital 
made  to  the  Committee,  that  it  is  their  opinion  that  such  Patient  be  con¬ 
tinued  a  longer  time. 

75.  That  each  of  them  take  care  of  the  Patients  admitted  on  the 
day  of  his  attendance. 

76.  That  they  dress  the  Patients  every  day  before  twelve  o’clock  in 
the  morning. 

77.  That  no  amputation,  or  other  great  operation,  be  performed  in 
the  House  without  a  previous  consultation  of  all  the  Surgeons  belonging 
to  the  Hospital,  of  which  consultation  all  the  Physicians  shall  have  due 
notice,  and  at  which  they  shall  have  an  equal  right  to  attend  and  give 
their  opinion  on  the  case,  except  on  sudden  accidents  and  emergencies. 

78.  Each  of  the  Surgeons  shall  himself  enter  his  name,  or  cause 
it  to  be  entered,  every  time  he  has  visited  his  Patients  in  the  Hospital, 
with  the  date,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  in  the  Board  Room  for  that  purpose. 

TABLE  OF  RULES  FOR  THE  HOUSE-SURGEON. 

79.  That  he  make  a  report  to  the  Weekly  Board  of  any  Patients 
that  shall  have  been  received  into  the  House  in  the  foregoing  week  ;  and 
also  of  the  Patients  ordered  by  the  Physicians  or  Surgeons  to  be  then 
discharged,  by  whom  recommended,  in  what  disorders,  how  long  they 
have  been  on  the  books,  and  whether  cured,  or  why  otherwise  discharged. 
To  which  is  also  to  be  added  the  Patients  to  be  then  continued,  and  how 
long  they  have  been  on  the  books. 
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80.  That  he  keep  a  diet  book  of  the  number  of  Patients  on  each 

diet. 

81.  He  shall  fix  two  tickets  on  the  bed  of  each  Patient,  one  speci¬ 
fying-  the  Patient’s  name,  the  date  of  his  or  her  admission,  and  the  name 
of  the  Physician  or  Surgeon  under  whose  care  he  or  she  is,  and  the  other 
the  diet  prescribed. 

82.  That  he  go  into  the  wards  every  morning  and  enquire  into  the 
state  of  the  respective  Patients  health,  whether  the  medicines  prescribed 
have  been  taken,  and  what  effect  they  have  had  ;  and  that  he  do  moke  a 
report  of  the  same  to  the  Physicians  as  often  as  necessary. 

83.  That  he  do  not  presume  to  practice  as  a  Surgeon  out  of  the 
House,  or  attend  any  other  business  than  that  of  the  Hospital. 

84.  He  shall  prepare  himself,  or  superintend  the  preparation  (by 
the  Apprentices  or  Pupils)  of  the  medicines  prescribed  for  the  Patients. 

85.  He  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  written  or  printed 
directions  with  every  Patient’s  medicine ;  he  shall  take  care  that  they  are 
properly  administered  to  the  In-Patients  by  the  Nurses,  and  shall  see 
them  administered  in  particular  cases,  when  so  desired  by  the  Physician 
or  Surgeon. 

86.  That  he  keep  a  journal  of  all  the  Patients  admitted,  shewing 
their  number  and  names,  from  what  parish  they  came,  by  whom  recom¬ 
mended,  securities  for  their  burial  or  removal,  their  ages,  distempers,  how 
long  ill  before  admission,  time  of  continuance  on  the  books,  when  and 
how  discharged;  also  a  double  alphabet  book,  containing  first,  an  alpha¬ 
bet  of  the  recommenders,  shewing  the  number  and  names  of  Patients 
recommended  by  each,  whether  In  or  Out-Patients,  when  admitted,  how 
long  on  the  books,  and  how  discharged ;  secondly,  an  alphabet  of 
Patients  names,  distinguishing  whether  In  or  Out-Patients,  how  long  on 
the  books,  and  how  discharged  :  the  said  two  alphabets  mutually  refer¬ 
ring  to  each  other  by  numbers,  and  the  initial  letters  of  the  recommen¬ 
ders  and  Patients  names  ;  and  that  the  Patients  admitted  and  discharged 
be  duly  entered  in  the  same  journal  and  alphabet  books  every  week. 

87.  He  shall  Vaccinate  the  Out-Patients  under  the  direction  of  the 
Medical  Officers,  and  shall  keep  an  exact  register  of  the  same  to  be  laid 
quarterly  before  the  Committee. 
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88.  That  a  proper  part,  either  of  the  said  journal  or  alphabet  book, 
be  allotted  for  an  alphabetical  list  of  Patients  discharged  for  irregularity 
or  wilful  non-attendance  ;  and  that  all  Patients  so  discharged  be  therein 
duly  entered,  or  in  a  seperate  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  by  the 
House-Surgeon. 

89.  That  he  keep  a  list  of  the  In  and  Out-Patients  on  the  books, 
and  produce  the  same  to  the  Committee  at  the  general  visitations  of 
Patients. 

90.  That  he  be  never  absent  from  the  House  above  two  hours  at  a 
time  without  leaving  a  proper  person  to  take  care  of  the  Patients  in  his 
absence  ;  and  that  he  do  not  absent  himself  from  the  Hospital  for  more 
than  one  night  without  leave  from  the  Committee;  and  that  he  be  never 
absent  on  any  account  without  acquainting  the  Matron  where  he  is  to  be 
found. 

91.  He  shall  make  out  and  hang  up  in  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
rooms  correct  lists  of  all  Out-Patients  confined  to  their  houses,  who  must 
reside  within  the  Town  of  Brighton. 

92.  That  he  make  an  entry  on  every  admission  list  of  the  name  of 
the  admitting  Physician  or  Surgeon,  or  of  the  substitute  they  have  ap¬ 
pointed. 

93.  He  shall  not  prescribe  for  the  In-Patients  without  the  direction 
of  a  Physician  or  Surgeon,  except  in  cases  of  emergency  when  they 
cannot  be  consulted  ;  and  in  every  such  case  the  medicine  ordered  shall 
be  entered  in  the  Physicians  or  Surgeons  book. 

94.  He  shall  not  entertain  any  party,  either  for  pleasure  or  any 
other  purpose,  within  the  House. 

95.  He  shall  not  suffer  the  Physicians  or  Surgeons  books  to  be 
inspected  by  any  one  without  their  permission  respectively. 

TABLE  OF  RULES  FOR  THE  TREASURER. 

96.  The  Treasurer  shall,  receive  all  monies  belonging  to  the 
Hospital,  and  shall  not  make  any  payment  without  an  order  signed  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

97.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  report  to  the  Committee  what 
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donations  and  legacies  have  been  paid,  in  order  that  they  may  be  duly 
acknowledged. 

98.  lie  shall  furnish  a  duplicate  of  the  accounts  to  be  kept  in  the 
Board  Room  of  the  Hospital. 

TABLE  OF  RULES  FOR  THE  SECRETARY. 

99.  That  the  Secretary  duly  attend  the  Committee  at  their  Weekly 
Board,  and  also  at  all  General  Courts,  and  other  Meetings  of  the 
Governors  (or  appoint  some  proper  person  in  his  absence)  to  take  the 
names  of  the  Governors  present;  enter  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings; 
the  Patients  discharged,  continued  and  admitted;  the  Treasurer’s  reports 
of  new  Subscribers  and  other  Contributors;  accounts  of  the  weekly 
receipts  and  payments,  and  balance  in  hand  ;  and  in  general  to  register 
the  orders  and  transactions  at  all  Boards  ;  and  that  he  make  fair  tran¬ 
scripts  thereof  in  the  books  for  that  purpose,  to  be  ready  at  the  next 
Meeting  of  the  Governors,  whether  at  a  General  Court  or  Committee,  to 
be  then  signed  by  the  President,  Vice-President,  or  Chairman,  and  by 
another  Governor,  as  required  by  the  Statute. 

100.  That  he  not  only  make  fair  transcripts  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Committees  and  General  Courts,  as  before-mentioned,  but  also  keep 
a  fair  cash  book  in  which  all  monies  received  or  paid  by  the  Treasurer 
are  to  be  entered,  and  the  accounts  thereof  balanced  at  the  end  of  every 
quarter ;  and  moreover  a  ledger  book  or  alphabetical  register  of  Sub¬ 
scribers  and  their  subscriptions,  (commonly  called  the  arrear  book) 
shewing  for  what  years  they  are  paid,  and  referring  to  the  pages  when 
debited  in  the  cash  book,  that  the  subscriptions  in  arrear  may  from 
thence  be  readily  known ;  which  books  are  to  be  duly  entered  up  every 
week. 

101.  That  an  inventory  of  the  furniture  in  the  House  be  entered  in 
a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose ;  and  that  all  goods  and  utensils 

brought  into  the  House  be  duly  entered  therein  by  the  Secretary,  or  the 

j  << 

House-Surgeon  in  his  absence. 

102.  That  when  Patients  are  discharged  for  irregularity,  or  wilful  ^ 
non-attendance,  or  when  any  Patients  come  improperly  recommended,  he 
acquaint  the  recommenders  of  such  Patients  therewith,  either  by  letter 
or  otherwise;  and  that  he  write  all  such  other  letters  relating  to  the 
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affairs  of  the  Hospital  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  General  Court  or  Weekly 
Committee ;  draw  up  advertisements,  prepare  summonses,  and  give 
timely  notice  of  General  Courts,  Special  Committees,  and  other  extra¬ 
ordinary  Meetings  of  the  Governors. 

103.  That  at  each  half-year,  namely,  at  Christmas  and  Midsummer, 
he  draw  out,  to  be  produced  at  the  half-yearly  Court  then  next  following, 
a  list  of  the  new  subscriptions,  benefactions,  and  legacies,  Subscribers 
dead,  and  subscriptions  withdrawn,  during  the  preceding  half-year ;  with 
an  account  of  the  disbursements  in  that  half-year  ;  the  state  and  balance 
of  the  accounts,  and  the  number  of  Patients  admitted  and  discharged 
during  that  time,  and  also  from  the  foundation  of  the  Hospital ;  and  how 
many  In  and  Out-Patients  are  then  standing  on  the  books, 

104.  That  besides  these  half-yearly  lists  and  accounts,  he  yearly 
(at  Christmas)  draw  up  under  the  superintendance  of  the  Committee 
correct  accounts  of  the  Patients  admitted  and  discharged,  and  of  the 
receipts  and  payments  in  the  preceding  year,  distinguishing  the  several 
branches  of  both,  and  by  how  much  that  year  exceeds  or  falls  short  of 
the  actual  payments  during  that  time ;  also  a  general  abstract  of  the 
whole  account  from  the  foundation  of  the  Hospital,  as  well  as  of  the 
whole  number  of  Patients  admitted  and  discharged  since  that  time;  with 
lists  of  the  Governors  and  Subscribers,  and  of  the  benefactions  and  legacies 
that  year,  in  which  lists  the  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  and 
other  Officers  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  Members  of  the  elective  part  of 
the  Committee  for  the  time  being,  are  to  be  particularly  distinguished  ; 
and  having  prepared  these  lists  and  accounts  for  the  press,  together  with 
an  abstract  of  the  Rules  relating  to  the  admission  and  discharge  of 
Patients,  that  he  take  care  to  have  the  whole  forthwith  correctly  printed, 
so  as  that  copies  thereof  may  be  sent  to  all  the  Contributors  before  Lady- 
day  at  farthest. 

TABLE  OF  RULES  FOR  THE  CHAPLAIN. 

105.  The  Chaplain  shall  read  prayers  twice,  and  preach  a  sermon 
once,  every  week  :  Sunday  being  one  of  the  days  on  which  divine 
service  is  performed. 

iOO.  He  shall  visit  all  the  wards  at  least  twice  every  week,  and 
afford  spiritual  assistance  to  any  of  the  Patients  who  may  desire  it. 
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107.  Until  the  appointment  of  a  Chaplain,  as  well  as  during  a 
vacancy  in  the  office,  the  Clergy  resident  in  and  near  Brighton,  shall  be 
requested,  according  to  their  convenience,  to  discharge  its  several  duties. 

108.  Dissenting  Ministers  of  every  denomination  shall  be  per¬ 
mitted,  if  requested,  to  visit  any  members  of  their  respective  commu¬ 
nions  at  suitable  hours. 

TABLE  OF  RULES  FOR  THE  MATRON. 

109.  That  the  Matron  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and 
furniture  according  to  inventory  given  her;  and  that  she  be  ready  to 
give  an  account  thereof  when  required. 

110.  That  she  keep  a  daily  account  of  the  provisions  brought  into 
the  House,  see  them  duly  weighed  and  distributed ;  and  that  she  never 
suffer  any  of  them  to  be  carried  out. 

111.  That  she  keep  a  diet  book,  by  which  the  number  of  Patients 
on  each  diet  may  be  known. 

112.  That  she  take  care  that  the  outer  doors  of  the  Hospital  be 
always  locked  by  the  Porter  at  nine  in  the  evening,  and  not  opened  (but 
for  the  admission  of  proper  persons,  or  on  urgent  occasions)  before  seven 
in  the  morning,  from  Michaelmas  to  Lady-day  ;  and  locked  at  ten  in  the 
evening,  and  not  opened  (but  on  such  occasions)  before  live  in  the 
morning,  from  Lady-day  to  Michaelmas. 

113.  That  she  see  that  all  the  Nurses,  Servants,  and  Patients, 
do  their  duty,  and  observe  the  Rules  of  the  House ;  and  that  in  case  of 
misbehaviour  or  neglect,  she  acquaint  the  Committee  or  House-Visitors 
therewith. 

114.  She  shall  always  sleep  in  the  Hospital,  and  never  absent 
herself  from  it  at  the  same  time  with  the  House-Surgeon,  except  by  per¬ 
mission  of  the  Committee. 

115.  She  shall  keep  the  keys  of  the  outer  doors,  and  see  that  they 
are  locked  every  evening  at  nine  o’clock  in  the  winter,  and  at  ten  o’clock 
in  the  summer ;  she  shall  herself,  every  evening,  lock  the  doors  which 
divide  the  men’s  from  the  women’s  wards. 

116.  She  shall  take  an.  inventory  of  every  Patient’s  clothes  on 
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admission,  in  the  presence  of  the  Patient,  keeping  one  copy  herse!f  and 
giving  another-  to  the  Patient,  of  which  clothes  she  shall  be  careful,  and 
deliver  them  to  the  Patients  when  discharged. 

117.  She  shall  take  care  that  the  Rules  and  Orders  which  relate  to 
the  conduct  of  the  Patients,  Nurses,  and  Servants,  are  read  over  distinctly 
every  Wednesday  morning  in  each  ward. 

118.  She  shall  take  care  that  the  Patients  breakfast  at  eight  o’clock 
in  the  summer,  and  nine  in  the  winter,  and  that  they  dine  at  one  and  sup 
at  seven. 

119.  She  shall  see  that  such  Patients  as  are  able  do  attend  in  the 
Chapel  when  divine  service  is  performed, 

TABLE  OF  RULES  FOR  THE  NURSES  AND  SERVANTS. 

120.  They  shall  report  to  the  House-Surgeon,  or  Matron,  the  names 
of  any  Patients  who  leave  their  wards,  or  absent  themselves  from  the 
Hospital  without  permission,  or  who  disobey  the  Rules  hung  up  in  the 
wards,  or  otherwise  misbehave. 

121.  That  no  liquors  or  provisions  of  any  sort  be  brought  into  the 
House  to  the  Patients  from  their  friends,  or  any  other  whomsoever,  unless 
by  permission  of  the  Medical  Officers. 

122.  That  the  Nurses  clean  their  respective  wards  before  seven  in 
the  morning,  from  the  first  of  March  to  the  first  of  October,  and  before 
eight,  from  the  first  of  October  to  the  first  of  March ;  and  that  they  serve 
up  all  the  breakfasts  within  an  hour  after  the  wards  are  cleaned. 

123.  That  the  Nurses,  and  other  Servants,  be  very  diligent  in  com¬ 
plying  with  the  orders  of  the  Matron,  and  their  other  superiors,  and  that 
they  behave  themselves  with  tenderness  to  the  Patients,  and  with  civility 
and  respect  to  all  strangers. 

124.  That  neither  the  Porter,  nor  any  of  the  Nurses,  or  Maid  Ser¬ 
vants,  do  presume,  at  any  time,  to  go  out  of  the  Hospital  on  any  account 
whatever,  without  the  express  leave  of  the  Matron. 

125.  That  no  Servant  belonging  to  the  Hospital  having  been  once 
removed  for  misbehaviour  by  a  Court  of  Governors,  or  the  Committee, 
be  capable  of  being  taken  again  into  the  service  of  the  House. 
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TABLE  OF  RULES  FOR  THE  IN-PATIENTS. 

126.  That  no  Patients  go  out  of  the  Hospital  without  leave  from 
th  eir  Physician,  or  Surgeon,  or  in  their  abscence,  from  the  House-Surgeon, 
or  the  person  acting  for  him  as  such  when  he  happens  to  be  absent;  and 
that  no  one  offending  against  this  Rule  be  admitted  again  into  the  House 
without  an  order  from  the  Chairman;  and  that  no  Patient  shall  lie  out  of 
the  Hospital  on  pain  of  expulsion, 

127.  That  the  Patients  constantly  attend  the  prayers,  and  that  they 
do  not  swear  or  curse,  or  give  abusive  language,  or  behave  themselves 
indecently  in  any  other  way,  on  pain  of  expulsion. 

128.  That  no  Patient  be  permitted  to  go  into  any  wards  but  their 
own  without  the  express  leave  of  the  Matron. 

129.  That  such  of  the  Patients  as  are  able  to  work  do  assist  the 
Nurses  and  other  Servants  in  nursing  the  Patients,  washing  and  ironing 
the  linen,  washing  and  cleaning  the  wards,  and  in  doing  such  other 
business  as  the  House-Surgeon,  or  Matron,  shall  require,  with  the  ap¬ 
probation  of  the  Medical  attendant. 

130.  That  no  person  discharged  for  irregularity  be  ever  again 
admitted  into  the  House  upon  any  recommendation  whatever. 

131.  That  the  Rules  concerning  the  conduct  of  the  Nurses,  Patients, 
and  Servants,  be  read  over  every  Friday  morning  in  all  the  wards,  by  one 
in  each  ward,  appointed  by  the  Matron  for  that  purpose. 

TABLE  OF  RULES  FOR  THE  OUT-PATIENTS. 

132.  That  they  attend  exactly  at  the  time  appointed  by  the  House- 
Surgeon,  and  that  if  they  absent  themselves  twice  together  without 
leave  from  the  Physician  or  Surgeon,  they  shall  be  discharged. 

133.  That  they  provide  vials  and  gallipots  to  contain  the  medicines 
prepared  for  them. 

134.  That  no  Patient  discharged  for  wilful  non-attendance, 
irregularity,  or  disorderly  behaviour,  be  ever  received  again  upon  any 
recommendation  whatever. 

135.  They  shall  be  assisted  with  advice  and  medicines  only,  and  be 
in  no  other  way  chargeable  to  the  Charity. 
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136.  When  unable  to  attend  on  the  appointed  days  they  shall 
send  other  persons  to  report  the  reason  of  their  absence,  to  receive  such 
medicines  as  are  prescribed  for  them,  and  to  prevent  their  being  dis¬ 
missed  for  non-attendance. 

TABLE  OF  RULES  FOR  THE  PORTER  AND  ASSISTANT 

PORTER. 

137.  That  the  Porter,  or  Assistant  Porter,  constantly  attend  at  the 
door,  and  do  not  suffer  any  In-Patient,  Nurse,  or  Woman  Servant,  to  go 
out  of  the  Hospital  without  an  express  order  from  the  House-Surgeon  or 
Matron. 

138.  That  they  be  never  absent  upon  the  business  of  the  House, 
though  with  the  Surgeons  or  Matron’s  leave,  till  another  be  appointed  to 
attend  at  the  door  during  their  absence. 

139.  That  when  the  Porter,  or  Assistant  Porter,  are  not  otherwise 
employed  by  the  Governors,  they  do  all  the  labouring  business  of  the 
House,  according  as  they  shall  be  directed  from  time  to  time  by  the 
House-Surgeon  or  Matron.

TABLE  OF  DIRECTIONS  FOR  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE 
COMMITTEE  OF  GOVERNORS,  AT  THEIR  WEEKLY  OR 

MONTHLY  BOARDS. 

1.  Read  the  minutes  of  the  last  Committee,  and  let  them  be  signed 
by  the  Chairman  and  Treasurer,  or  some  other  Governor  if  the  Treasurer 
be  absent. 

2.  Read  the  Visitors  report,  and  appoint  new  Visitors  for  the 
ensuing  month. 

3.  If  at  a  Monthly  Board,  (viz.  the  first  Wednesday  in  the  calendar 
month,)  read  also  the  Auditors  report,  and  appoint  new  Auditors. 
Likewise  read  the  Auditors  list  of  bills  to  be  then  paid,  and  order  the 
payment  of  them,  or  such  of  them  as  the  Committee  approve  of. 

4.  Discharge  the  Patients  reported  by  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
as  proper  to  be  discharged,  injoin  those  who  are  cured  to  return  thanks 
to  Almighty  God  the  next  Sunday  in  their  respective  places  of  public 
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worship,  and  give  them  the  printed  notes  filled  up  for  that  purpose* 
Direct  all  the  Patients  discharged,  whether  cured  or  not,  to  return  thanks 
to  their  respective  recommenders,  and  to  the  Physicians,  Surgeons, 
House-Surgeon,  &cc.  under  whose  care  they  have  been.  And  to  such  as 
can  read,  give  the  books  appointed  to  be  given  them  on  their  discharge. 

5.  Continue  such  In-Patients  as  are  not  now  discharged,  and 
have  stood  on  the  books  eight  weeks  since  their  admission,  or  since  last 
continued.  Let  them  appear  in  the  Board  Room,  (unless  prevented  by 
their  sickness,)  and  enquire  of  them  what  benefit  they  have  received,  or 
are  likely  to  receive,  by  being  continued  Patients  of  the  Hospital. 

Note — Previously  to  the  admission  of  Patients  let  the  Auditors  (or 
some  person  in  their  stead)  examine  their  recommendations,  &c. 

6.  Admit  such  Patients  as  come  properly  recommended,  and  appear 
to  the  Committee  to  be  cureable,  and  real  objects  of  this  Charity  ;  they 
being  first  examined  by  the  Physician  or  Surgeon  of  the  day,  their 
recommendations  read,  and  a  list  of  them  (distinguishing  who  are  to  be 
In  or  Out-Patients,  their  distempers,  &c.)  laid  before  the  Committee. 
Charge  the  In-Patients  strictly  to  observe  the  Rules  of  the  Hospital 
which  will  be  read  to  them;  to  conform  to  the  directions  of  their  Physi¬ 
cian  and  Surgeon,  and  of  tire  House-Surgeon  and  Matron,  to  receive 
no  provisions  or  medicines  from  any  one  out  of  the  House,  nor  to  give 
any  money  or  other  gratuity  to  the  Servants  on  any  pretence  whatsoever; 
and  let  them  know  that  the  consequence  of  their  misbehaviour  in  any  of 
these  respects  will  be  a  discharge  for  irregularity,  by  which  they  will  be 
rendered  incapable  of  a  future  admission.  Charge  the  Out-Patients  to 
attend  at  such  times  for  advice  and  medicines  as  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  House-Surgeon,  and  to  bring  with  them  their  vials,  gallipots,  and 
such  medicines  as  they  have  not  taken ;  and  forewarn  them  that  if  they 
absent  themselves  twice  together  without  leave  from  their  Physician  or 
Surgeon,  they  will  be  discharged  for  non-attendance,  which  will  exclude 
them  from  being  admitted  on  any  future  recommendation. 

Note— If  there  be  want  of  room  for  the  reception  of  such  In-Patients 
as  are  qualified  for  admission,  observe  the  41st.  Rule,  page  16  of  this 
book. 


7.  Report  new  subscriptions,  benefactions,  and  legacies,  and  by 


whom ;  and  who  are  become  Governors  by  virtue  of  such  subscriptions 
or  benefactions. 

8.  If  at  a  Monthly  floard,  open  the  poor’s  box,  and  let  the  produce 
thereof  be  charged  in  the  Treasurer’s  account. 

9.  Make  up  the  Treasurer’s  account,  order  what  money  shall  be 
put  into,  or  taken  out  of  the  strong  box,  and  settle  the  balance  remaining 
as  well  in  the  said  box  as  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer. 

10.  See  what  former  Orders  (either  of  a  General  Court  or  Weekly 
Board)  remain  to  be  executed ;  and  what  new  Orders  are  proper  to  be 
made  relating  to  the  ordinary  expences,  government,  or  conduct  of  the 
Hospital,  and  of  the  Officers,  Servants,  and  Patients,  belonging  to  it: 
but  note,  that  by  the  28th.  Statute  no  other  business  than  as  above- 
mentioned  is  to  be  transacted  without  having  been  proposed  in  form, 
at  least  a  week  beforehand,  to  a  full  Committee,  at  which  no  question 
can  be  carried  unless  ten  Members  at  least  consent  thereto.  And  by  the 
20th.  General  Rule,  page  13,  no  papers,  except  bank  notes,  are  to  be 
taken  out  of  the  strong  box  without  the  order  of  such  full  Committee. 
Note  also,  that  in  case  any  new  furniture  is  to  be  bought,  or  any  repairs, 
alterations,  or  additional  buildings  made,  the  directions  in  the  11th. 
Statute  are  to  be  observed. 

11.  That  he  regularly  hold  at  the  times  appointed,  the  Visitations 
of  the  Patients,  and  of  the  Servants ;  for  the  proceedings  at  each  of  which 
Visitations  see  the  directions  in  the  particular  tables  for  that  purpose. 

12.  Lastly.  Read  the  minutes  and  adjourn  the  Committee. 

THE  CHAIRMAN’S  TABLE  AT  A  GENERAL  VISITATION  OF 

THE  PATIENTS. 

1.  Enquire  whether  the  House-Surgeon  or  Matron  have  any  com¬ 
plaints  against  any  of  the  Patients. 

2.  Appoint  two  or  more  of  the  Members  present  to  go  into  every 
ward  to  visit  the  In-Patients,  and  to  make  enquiry  concerning  their 
health,  and  the  care  taken  of  them  by  the  Physicians,  Surgeons,  House- 
Surgeon,  Matron,  Nurses,  and  other  Servants ;  and  to  report  any  com¬ 
plaints  they  may  find  necessary  to  be  reported  to  the  Committee. 
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3.  Let  all  the  Out-Patients  then  attending  at  the  Hospital  (pursuant 
to  the  House-Surgeons  summons)  appear  in  the  Board  Room  ;  call  over 
the  names  of  all  the  Out-Patients  standing  on  the  books,  from  a  list  of 
them  to  be  produced  for  that  purpose ;  let  those  who  are  present  answer  to 
their  names  ;  note  the  absentees,  and  enquire  what  may  have  occasioned 
their  absence,  and  whether  any  of  them  ought  to  be  discharged  for  wilful 
non-attendance  ;  examine  those  who  are  present  with  respect  to  their 
health,  and  the  care  taken  of  them  by  the  Physicians,  Surgeons,  and 
House-Surgeon  ;  also  whether  they  have  any  complaints  against  any  one, 
and  what  benefit  they  have  received,  or  are  likely  to  receive,  by  being 
continued  Patients  of  the  Hospital. 

THE  CHAIRMAN’S  TABLE  AT  A  VISITATION  OF  SERVANTS. 

1.  The  House-Surgeon  or  Matron  being  previously  examined, 
whether  they  have  any  complaints  against  any  of  them  :  let  them  all 
appear  in  the  Board  Room,  and  let  the  following  Rules  of  the  House 
relating  to  their  conduct,  be  then  and  there  read  before  them,  as  directed 
by  the  117  Rule,  page  26,  in  order  to  their  being  examined  as  any  of 
the  Members  of  the  Committee  shall  think  proper — namely,  first,  all 
the  Rules  for  the  Nurses  and  Servants  except  the  last  in  page  26 ; 
secondly,  those  for  the  Porter  and  Assistant  Porter  in  page  28;  and  then 
read  the  last  Rule  in  page  26,  and  the  17th.  Rule,  page  13,  which  two 
last  mentioned  Rules  concern  the  Servants  in  general.  Examine  them 
with  respect  to  the  complaints  (if  any)  that  may  have  been  made  against 
them  by  the  House-Surgeon  and  Matron;  or  whether  they  have  any 
complaints  against  each  other  for  non-observance  of  the  Rules  now  read 
to  them  or  otherwise.  Charge  them  duly  to  observe  the  said  Rules,  and 
reprimand  such  of  them  as  appear  to  have  disregard  them,  or  have  been 
otherwise  faulty. 

2.  But  those  whose  incapacity  or  misbehaviour  appears  to  the 
Committee  to  render  them  unfit  to  be  longer  continued  in  the  service,  may 
be  discharged  and  new  ones  appointed,  either  at  a  Visitation,  or  at  any 
other  Weekly  Board,  except  the  House-Surgeon,  Secretary,  and  Matron, 
who  by  the  32nd.  Statute,  page  9,  may  only  be  suspended  by  an  act  of  a 
full  Committee ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  their  successors  must  be  elected 
by  a  General  Court.

foundation.  After  which  declare  new  Governors  by  virtue  of  their 
subscriptions  or  benefactions. 

5.  If  it  be  an  annual  Court,  after  reading  the  Statutes  above-men¬ 
tioned,  elect  a  new  President  of  the  Court  of  Governors,  three  Vice-Pre¬ 
sidents,  a  new  Treasurer,  and  six  new  Members  of  the  elective  part  of 
the  Committee,  as  directed  by  the  5th.  Statute,  page  4,  and  the  21st. 
Statute,  page  7. 

6.  Propose  to  the  Governors  present  any  special  business  that  may  be 
referred  to  them,  or  for  which  the  Court  may  be  summond,  (after  reading 
the  Orders  concerning  it  as  above  directed)  and  proceed  to  the  consider¬ 
ation  and  determination  thereof,  and  the  requisite  orders  relating  thereto. 

7.  See  what  former  Orders  remain  to  be  executed,  or  what  further
